PEORIA, III., Feb. 20.—Three 
men were known to have been 
killed and from 60 to 75 injured, 
some of them critically, when a

crashed 
into a 
Peoria terminal railway passen­ 
ger train at South Bartonville, 
six miles south of Peoria, today. 
The men were miners and employes 
of the American Milling company on 
their way from their homes in Peoria 
to work. 
First reports were that about 60 
men had been killed, but a hurried 
check-up revealed only three known 
dead.

at the 
scene of the wreck, which was near 
the plant of the 
American Milling 
company. 
Tho switch engine crashed 
into the train at a crossing. 
The train left Peoria at 7:10 a. rn. 
The wreck occurred ten minutes later. 
The Peoria terminal railway I- only a 
10-mile long line, operating over the 
short route between Peoria and Pekin. 
Its chief traffic is switching and mov­ 
ing trains to accommodate working 
men of the Industrial districts of the 
two cities and Bartonville.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 20.—If there 
ever had been any doubt about the

The dying 70th congress, with only 
IO days of life left, is overwhelmingly 
dry. 
The new 71st which comes into be 
Ing with the advent of tho Hoover 
adm inistration will be still dryer. 
Patently, therefore, any legislative 
deration of prohibition is projected 
into those far distant realms where 
the eye at present cannot reach. 
Dramatic Wet-dry Fight. 
Tho senate dem onstrated this In a 
most conclusive fashion by adopting 
tile drastic Jones bill, which more 
than doubles the present penalties for 
violation of the Volstead aet. Under 
its provisions it would be possible for 
a judge to send a hip-flash toler to 
prison for five years and impose a 
fine of $10,000. 
Tho bill passed the senate after the 
most dram atic wet-and dry fight con­ 
gress has seen in years. Tile vote was 
05 to 18. 
It now' goes to the house. 
Its fate In the lower cham ber is 
uncertain—not because the houso is 
any w etter than the senate, for It is 
more arid—but because 
the 
short 
time remaining of the present session 
and the parliam entary situation may 
prevent Its getting lo a vote.

Feb. 20— More industrial 
workers In the United States are enjoying an increased 
am ount of leisure than In any industrial country in the 
world. 
Kthelbert Stewart, commissioner of labor sta tis­ 
tics, the senior labor official of the entire country, has 
m ade a close study of Hie o f f e r s of this increased leis­ 
ure upon the workers and upon national productivity. 
Commissioner S tew art’s observations are that the dis­ 
mal prognostications m a d e some years ago when, first 
shorter hours per day, and then shorter work weeks 
were introduced, have not been Justified. 
As Commis­ 
sioner Stew art has been connected with the 
United 
States governm ent’s various labor agencies for 42 years 
— sinco long before there was a departm ent of labor— 
his conclusions m erit a careful healing. 
Being able to scan, out of his own experience, more 
than four decades during which ho has been closely a s ­ 
sociated with labor, the commissioner Is exceptionally 
well equipped to note the contrasts. 
At the tim e when 
employers objected to sh o rter hours on the ground th at 
the workers would abuse their leisure, there was a little 
a man could do to find entertainm ent unless he were 
self-sufficient and self-reliant. 
T here were no autom o­ 
biles, no motion picture*, no radio, no talking machines 
— In a word—no form of am usem ent or easily obtained 
recreation. 
Public libraries were few and Iwsilts and magazine 
expensive. 
Not everyone could afford a bicycle for, In 
those days, there was no Instalm ent plan of Billing. The 
worker, Stew art freely admits, often did drink up much 
of his wages. 
Today, the contrast is arresting. 
More than half of tile 
workers In this country have automobiles. 
If they do 
not care to spend their free tim e In driving, they can 
tinker with tin? engine. 
Millions have radios or some 
o ther musical contrivances. 
Tho w ifes burdens are 
lightened because, with the Instalm ent plan flourishing, 
she has nn electric washing machine, vacuum cleaner, 
and a variety of other labor-saving knickknacks. 
Public libraries rival filling stations in num ber and 
every drug store offers so much literature In tho form 
of hooks and magazines at a price to fit every purse 
th at those who are great hands to read may have their 
fill of th at pastime, acquiring som e education, perhaps, 
in tho process. 
All else failing, there is always tho 
movie. 
Mr. S tew art notes these new diversions to fill the leis­ 
ure of Hie workers. 
If they employ their spare time 
m erely la recreation they at leust return to work re­ 
freshed nnd produce with g reater efficiency and, withal, 
are happier. 
Tho commissioner deplores the fart. that 
tho public schools do not, as a p art of their regular car­ 
ri) uturns, include the teaching of utilization of leisure. 
Few Americans know how to rest and few er still know­ 
how to improve leisure hours. 
A course in thinking 
m ight not be amiss. 
T he big game, however, In the extended spare time, 
in the commissioner's opinion, is brought about by tho 
thousands of workers who do know how to employ leis­ 
ure advantageously to themselves and to society a t large. 
Men who are not bowed over lathes for so many hours 
th at they a re Inert at the week’s end, are able to edu­ 
cate themselves. 
The labor unions now, aa never be- 
for, provide Instruction classes au d reading rooms for 
such m em bers as care to take advantage of these facili­ 
ties. 
One of the argum ents put forward against, shorter 
working tim e was that Am erican foreign trade would 
suffer. 
It was pointed out that European costs of pro­ 
duction normally a re lower than ours. 
W ages are lower 
and much longer hours aro worked. 
This has been es­ 
pecially argued since the war when it has been realized 
that there would be a struggle on tho part of the great 
Industrial nations of Europe to recapture their foreign 
trade. 
Mr. Stew art Is not alarm ed over tho prospect. 
Ho m aintains that tho longer hours tho Europeans work, 
the greater will be American advantage in competing 
with them. 
H j can show curves of production rising as 
work hours are shortened 
while in Industries where 
there has been no such shortening the production curve 
does not rise or does so only slightly.

State Police Force 


Ohio may soon have a state police force. W ord comes 
from Columbus th at a bill is being outlined which will i 
jneet the approval of all the elements which heretofore 
h a v e openly opposed constabulary or other sim ilar police 
•.vs terns. 
Banking, 
labor, 
farm 
and 
women’s 
organizations, 
through their representatives, are reported to be in con­ 
ference with sub-committees 
of 
tho 
two 
legislative 
houses looking to tho drafting of a substitute for the 
safety departm ent hill proposed by the Joint legislative 
com m ittee on economy. 
State police bills in the p ast have failed of enact­ 
m e n t into laws owing to tho unfriendliness of labor 
tow ard them, labor fearing the use of any force created 
u n d e r them in labor disputes and in other ways looked 
upon by labor as high-handed, but at present labor is 
favoring such a bill for the ru ral protection it will af­ 
ford. 
However, it is said to be exacting as the price of sup­ 
po rt the concession th at any force created under the 
p ro in) se ii measure 
will 
not he permitted, under the 
term s of the bill, to go into any municipality save for 
specified duties and purposes. 
Objection has also been raised that, in this age of 
police corruption and vicious practices, a stato police 
force may prove more of a liability than an asset in law 
enforcement, and fear has been expressed that a state 
constabulary may cause the revival of the vicious prac­ 
tices which reached tho zenith of effectiveness under 
th o discarded justices’ courts. 
Nevertheless, despite these objections and fears, those 
■behind the bill being formulated are hopeful th at it will 
m e e t legislative approval and become a law. 
W ithout knowing its provisions, it is impossible to 
c o m m en t advisedly on the worth of the proposed meas­ 
u re, but this m ay be said: if it is to be a compromise 
m easu re, designed to m eet the demands and objections 
o f all elem ents heretofore unfriendly to the state police 
Idea; lf the force to be created under It is to be tied 
d o w n by this restriction and that, it can hardly possess 
the sum total of th e m erit looked for by those who have i 
keen advocating a state sta te constabulary force.

ITH approximately 75 cars on display, East Liverpool’s first 
annual automobile show will be formally opened at ll 
o’clock tomorrow morning in the quarters of the Eppley Motor 
Bales company and the Victory Motor Sales in the new Winland 
building, Minerva and Walnut streets. The exhibit will be open 
from l l a. rn. to IO p. rn. Friday and Saturday as well as torpor

* The show is sponsored by the East Liverpool Automobile 
Dealers’ club, of which I). K. trotter is president, A. R. Kapp, 
rice president, and Ii. J. McElravy, secretary-treasurer. 
Eighteen agencies, representing 29 manufacturers of pleasure 
cars, and two dealers in tires and one dealer in radios and electric 
refrigerators have displays. 
The show rooms hive bern (P rorated with palms, ferns and the national 
dolors. 
Tho now automobiles shown In a variance of shaded, present a col- 
pi fill appearance. 
Two orchestras will provide entertainment for visitors oat h ( venine. 
Sedans, coa( bes, coupes and other closed models of tho standard and deluxe 
type predominate In the show, although a few of the open-type sport models 
ar.’ also displayed. 
W / I T HOUT exception, the automobiles placed on the American 
market for 1929 represent greater value than did their pre­ 
decessors, and some are marked at prices under last year’s lists. 
There is better engineering, better coachwork, finer color treat­ 
ment and more equipment. 
There are many outstanding changes that will strike the show visitor 
forcibly after a tour about the various booths. 
Some of these are: 
Tho invasion of the six cylinder price field by efght-cylinder cars; 
general Increases in power, speed and accelerations; sizes in the field of 
fours; cheaper air-cooled and sleeve-valve cars; more four-speed-forwarJ 
transmissions; 
long wheelbases and more room; 
vivid, although more 
Bedote color arrangements; new, sweeter body lines and coachwork; gen­ 
era! use of tarnish proof metal; new degrees of luxury for interiors; larger 
standard eq u ip m en t lists; improved brakes; more centralized chassis lubrica­ 
tion systems, and a closer attention to tho safety element through shatter­ 
proof glass and few centers of gravity. 
The increase in the number of eight-cylinder cars in the middle and 
lower price ranges is most significant. A few years ago the multi-cylinder 
car was associated with high price and super-luxury, but now the hlgh-com- 
presslon eight is spread over tho entire price band from the thousand dollar 
class up to the expensive machines.

OT so many years ago the four-cylinder car ruled the market, 
claiming the majority of cars then in production. Then the 
six took hold and it has grown rapidly ever since, until it came to 
predominance, with the fours decreasing in numbers. 
The eight is not. a new principle, but it began to gain a foot­ 
hold outside the high price field only two years ago. Cars began 
to appear in the upper middle range with eight-in-line motors. 
Then Inst year they dropped into the middle range in small num­ 
bers. and now they not only have increased in number throughout 
the scale but they ’actually have come into competition in the lower- 
cost ficM. 
Hut wit Ii tie’ increase In speed and power has corno improvement in de 
coloration commensurate with tho get up ami go qualities of tho 1929 auto­ 
mobile. 
Four-wheel brakes now are universal, but steps have been taken 
to make them even more effective than they were. 
A large number of the 
now models now are equipped with the internal-expand typo of brakes, with 
molded lining and air cooling. 
These are said to Increase stopping power 
greatly and, therefore, to add much to safety of automobiles. 
Thorn Is a general trend toward longer wheelbases In the new models. 
It will ho recalled that several years ago certain dynamic manufacturers 
In the automotive Industry started a hue and cry after tho short-wheelbane 
cars. 
The argument was that they were more flexible and were easier to 
pork. 
Hut the public always the dictator—repudiated the notion and howled 
for morn leg room and the easier riding of longer cars. 
And with the longer chassis has come tho answer to another d e m a n d - 
more room. 
Tho public, say the manufacturers, is tired of packing three 
pf ode Into a seat meant for two. 
Therefore, the treads of cars have been 
widened in many cases and seats have much more width in general. 
\ NOTH EH popular item that has received wide usage in the 
latest models is the centralized lubricating of cars. 
Many 
manufacturers have incorporated this feature as a means of cut­ 
ting down labor on automobiles and as a movement toward longer 
life for their cars. 
These s y s te m s operate through a central well of lubricant. 
W hen a button is pushed or a knob is pulled the lubricant is fed 
a u to m a tic a lly to all of the movable parts on the chassis, accom­ 
plishing in two seconds what it ordinarily takes three-quarters of 


r hour to do with a grease gun. 
Safety of automobiles being of value to all manufacturers, the factories 
this year have taken even further steps toward this desired end. The wider 
treads used by some concerns, together with the low centers of gravity*, 
make over-turning difficult, while a surprising number of makes now have 
limner proof glass in windshields and window as standard equipment. 
This year marks a long step toward the smoothing of lines and tho creation 
of contours where before were flat perspectives. Look at the majority of the 
1929 models and contours will he found—various degrees of the oval or an 
ixtension of the narrow lines of hood and radiator even to the fitments. 
Aiding in the development of shapeliness is the new treatment of fenders. 
Where in years past the front fenders of cars followed tho outline of the 
wheels, they now take a long sweep backward from the top of tho wheels, 
in some case floating back at a forty-five-degree angles, with a gentle curve. 
The new- "air-wing” type is to he found in many lines. This typo of fender 
bas no bevel or drop at the sides, but is shallow and gives some faint hint 
of the general shape of an airplane wing, without the flare, of course. 
Aiding the new fenders is the practice—now general—of placing spare 
wheels and spare tires Sn fender wells on the sides of the cars instead of 
on racks at the rear. 
This is carried out particularly for tho sake of ap­ 
pearance, but there is a utility feature in that trunk racks—and in some cases 
— trunks—appear where the old spare-tlre rack formerly was placed. 
T T ) AID in the improvement of exterior appearance there is the 
I new chromium plating that has grown so great in favor this 
year. It was used on several cars at the shows last year and dur­ 
ing 1928 it gained such wide approval that nearly every car on the 
floor of the show has this new finish. 
The advantages of this metal finish are twofold. 
In the 
fir t place, it is tarnish proof and rust proof. Therefore, it does 
not entail the labor that was necessary so frequently on the old 
nickel trimmings, which gathered rain spots and tarnish so quick­ 
ly. The car owner need not touch the trimmings until they be­ 
come actually dirty. 
In the second place, these properties allow a wider use of 
bright work on the cars. Where before the manufacturers used 
sparingly of nickel because of the work that was necessary they 
now are lavish with bright metal. Big head lamps this year are 
all in bright metal, while radiator shells, bending, sub caps, door 
handles, hood catches and bumpers shine brightly and confidently. 
Coloni still are bright, but a refinement of touch, a more harmonious 
blend arni less tendency toward vivid contrasts arc noticeable. 
Utilization 
of various shadings of one basic color are to he found, leaving contrasts to 
the window reveals and body moldings. 
Fenders, wheels, and visible under­ 
parts are done in colors to a greater extent this year. 
There are larger numbers of body types than ever this year, some lines 
The interiors of the 1929 automobiles are more luxurious than ever be­ 
fore. Furthermore, the larger equipment lists have placed a strain cm the re­ 
j o i c e s of the accessory manufacturers.

Hoover code for uniform traffic con­ 
trol. not only offering an advanced 
system of regulation, hut simplifying 
the problem greatly by reducing the

variation in regulatory rules in differ­ 
ent localities. 
progress is being m ade also in the 
m any cities that have begun to consid 
cr their traffic as a whole, seeking 
through scientific investigation to ar­ 
rive at the best solution of their prob 
lems. 
But th ere is one agency th a t has 
worked w onders to prevent and rem 
eely traffic congestion, yet has not re­ 
ceived the credit th at is its due. That 
agency is the autom obile itself. 
Everyone will agree that, inasmuch 
as no city can be completely rebuilt 
on new plans as a m eans of insuring 
freedom of traffic, the only remedy 
fo. congestion is to increase the use­ 
fulness of the existing streets. 
In 
o ther words, if we cannot have more 
space, w e m ust m ake m ore efficient 
use of the space we already have. 
This process 
of fitting m ore and 
m ore traffic into the available space 
has been going on for years, and it 
is the autom oidle that has done the 
m ost to m ake it a success. 
Old C ars Useless. 
To see how this is true, consider 


In 1915 there were no four-w heel 
brakes, no balloon tire-; and no high- 
powered engines as we know them 
today. 
Each of these improvements 
has resulted in a net saving of space 
on tile streets, or has speeded up traf­ 
fic. or has done both. 
Four - wheel 
brakes 
alone 
have 
caused a great saving of road space 
because they have reduced the dis­ 
tance th a t m ust ho m aintained be­ 
tween running vehicles for safe stop 
ping, and because they permit, 
cars 
to 
m aintain 
full 
legal speed with 
safety. 
Balloon tires, 
with modern 
slioik absorbers, permit vehicles 
to 
move a t good speeds over rough city 
pavem ents th at would have required 
the old style cars to move at a crawl 
—and o th er saving in space. And the 
present 
day high - powered engines 
have had almost as great an effect 
as the improved braking — not bo 
cause of higher speeds but because 
of more rapid acceleration.

Type Surface Passing. 


Despite the fact that rough roads indirectly the cause of many of 
the 
Tnay be traversed with greater ease 
because of the balloon tire and easier 
riding cars, traffic on these roads is 
decreasing, while on the better roads, 
those that are paved or have a smooth 
surface, 
traffic is assuming steadily 
broadening proportions. 
This is due primarily, of course, to 
tho driver’s desire 
for comfort.

the second place, it is traceable

Highway 
commissions

has been improved, the traffic pass­ 
ing over increases to a much greater 
proportion than that road 
handled 
before improvement. 
The selection of 
the type of road

car. 
A bad road always is a menace 
to the automobile aud is responsible 
for many of its ills. 
And it also is 


accidents which occur, even on good 
roads, as 
the unimproved highway 
wears out certain portions of the car 
which aro likely to fail at a subse­ 
quent time. 
As 
to 
what 
constitutes

good 
road, there is, it seems, considerable I 
misunderstanding. Roadbuilders, how-1 
ever, 
now 
generally 
condemn the 
crowned road, the

TRAFFIC TROUBLE, TOLLS, JOY 
RIDES FLOURISHED CENTURY AGO 
There were traffic troubles and tolls and joy riders one hundred 
years ago when the automobile and bicycle belonged to the far future, 
and Hie “Iron Horse" and train were gazed upon in curiosity, says the 
American Motorist, official publication of the American Automobile asso­ 
ciation. 
The A. A. A. magazine states that newspapers of a century ago were 
filled with stories of traffic mishaps and careless drivers of stages. 
"Back in the da}’s when great, great grandfathers rode, the authori­ 
ties took serious counsel of such things as speedsters, road hogs, joy rid­ 
ers, drunken drivers—and of how ‘females’ were enticed from their homes 
by the lure of the stage coach and how pedestrians on the sidewalks 
were too frequently injured by recklessly driven wheel-barrows,” con­ 
tinues the Motorist. 
Collegians and other young men of the present era of jazz and speed, 
not infrequently are brought into court for fast and reckless driving and 
are fined or lectured therefor. But IOO years ago, according to a journal 
of that time, the idle and effeminate young men of the larger cities 
should have followed the example of a speed hound of January, 1829, 
tow it: 
“A young gentleman of Cincinnati travelled from Nashville to that 
city, a distance of 356 miles, In three days aud a half! This Is an ex­ 
ample worthy tho emulation of the thousands of idle, dissipated and ef­ 
feminate young men of our large cities, who pay more for horses and 
carriage hire than their services to the world will ever be worth." 
Another item of 1S29 says: 
"During the last week 76 persons were brought before the police 
of Philadelphia, and either committed or fined. Among the number, 2.1 
were for intoxication; 4 persons were fined $2 each for using wheel­ 
barrows on foot pavement; I ' person was fined $3 for driving at an im­ 
moderate rate; and I fined $5 with costs, for riding on the footway."

The state highway department has 
furnished a set 
of loadometers to 
weigh trucks. 
The county commis­ 
sioners have provided a second set 
of road scales. 
Where trucks are 
stopped in municipalities they are to

to the nearest platform 
scales. 
Fullest co-operatic n of the 
sheriff and other officials has been 
promised in the enforcement of the 
truck loading regulations.

THE GOLDEN ARROW 
GREAT BRITAIN'S CHALLENGER FOR T H E 1929 SPEE0 RECORD 


WASHINGTON, IL CV, Feb. 20 — 
Major ii. q . I). Begrave of England 
will have a score of knotty problems 
confronting him on tho sands of Day 
tuna Beach when lie attempts to set 
a new world's record in March, with 
his Golden Arrow. 
Not the least of these will be his 
problem of keeping the car oil a 
straight course, for a slight variation 
which would mean nothing in a pleas­ 
ure car traveling ai sixty miles an 
hour, might spell ruin to him. 
The 
record will © made under sanction of 
the American Automobile association,

Continuous change in the design 
and construction of the automobile Is 
placing the car ow ner In a position 
where, it lie does not keep his m eth­ 
ods up-to-date, Homo of his favorite 
rules of operation and service become 
definite handicaps. 
T he situation has 
become sufficiently acute in the opin 
ion of those who hold to this belief, 
to w arrant advising owners of newer 
cars to revise certain of their diving 
habits as well as some older servlc 
jug methods. 
H undreds of thousands of motorists 
are boasting of kindness to their cars 
when, as a m atter of fact, they are in­ 
dulging in m any cf the w orst forms 
of abuse and neglect. 
For example, there are those ow n­ 
ers of high 
tinim to use too light an oil merely 
because a heavier grade w as not the 
proper thing for a new engine sev­ 
eral years ago. 
Some are still using 
high pressures for baloon 
in not a few instances owners are 
found using the extremely low pres 
aures that were recom m ended for a 
sh o rt period of tim e when balloon 
tires first w ere being used. 
There 
are a variety of errors in the use of 
brakes. 
Springs are being cared for 
in a way th at would have been proper 
IO years ago. 
Many users seems to 
think that a varnish polish Is quite 
I he thing to restore the lustre to lac­ 
quer. 
Aim For Better Results. 
Although often handicapped by im­ 
proper bai lling and illogical service. 
tile new cars offer 
surprising per­ 
formance. 
W iser owners, neverthe­ 
less. are aim ing for the b etter results 
which they know m ust surely follow 
a l e t t e r understanding of the special 
noeds of the new er cars.
